The Charleston Arrives at 
Acapulco. 


The Esmeralda Still Hovering About 
the Port Trying to Get Coal. 


No Tidings of the Itata—che May Have 


Proceeded southward. 


— 


No Coal for the Insurgent Ships—The 
Baltimore and San Francisco 
at Iquique to Intercept 
the Itata. 


By Telegravh to The Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 16.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| After one week’s 
waiting some tangible news was re- 
ceived today at the Navy Department 
from the Chuarle ton. First came a 
dispatch from Acapulco, stating that 
the Chilean insurgent cruiser Esme- 
ralda had put out of Acapulco harbor 
yesterday, and had returned to that 
port today. Later on, through the 
State Department, a dispaich came 
saying that the Charleston had arrived 
at Acapulco, apd that the Esmeralda 
was still in that harbor, but giving no 
news of the Itata. What the next 
step is to be, no one in the department 
knows, or feels free to tell. 

The Charleston is to take on coal, as 
her supply has probably nearly run 


out. Whether the Esmeralda to

aboard cannot be learned here, as it is 
a matter entirely within the control ot 
the Mexican government, but ihe pre- 
sumption at the Navy Department is 
against it, as the neutrality laws would 
be strained by the Mexican govern- 
ment if it allowed anything beyond 
water and food supplies to be furnished 
to a belligerent.

Foreign Nations, Especially Austria 
and Italy, Alarmed Without 
Cause Over the Passage 
of the New Law.

LONDON, May 16.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] Thomas B. Reed, 


ex-Speaker of the United States House 


of Representatives, talking to a corres- 
pondent of the Associated. Press in 
Italy, concerning the McKinley bill, 
said in part: 

It will stimulate our foreign commerce by 
the large number of articles on which duties 
have been reduced or which are added to 
the free list. It will stimulate our domestic 
industries by reason of the reduction on 
raw materiai and the increased duties ona 
very few articies of necessity which have 


been largely imported, but which 
we hitherto have been unable to 
manufacture profitably, It was ex- 


tremely unfortunate that the bill went 
into effect at a time when it was followed 
soon by a most severe financial panic, when 
the failure of Bari: g Bros. seemed to shake 
the foundations of the strongest houses, 
when general insolveney seemed to stare 
the whole commercial world iu the face. 
Going into effect under such circumstances 
it was not a difficult matter to convince 
thousands of voters that the financial dif- 
ticulties were due solely to inherent de- 
fects of the measure.

REDUCED 10 ASHES, 


Fire’s Disustrous Work at 
Muskegon, Mich. 


Twenty- two Squares in the Heart of 
the City Quickly Consumed, 


Many Business Blocks and Costly Res- 
idences Destroyed. 


Firemen Fight the Flames with Dy- 

namite—-A Night of Terrible 

Scenes Losses Will 
Aggregate $500,000. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

MUSKEGON (Mich.,) May 16.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Twenty-twosquares . 
of business buildings and dwellings 
were swept away tonight by the most 
disastrous fire Muskegon has ever 
seen. The fire started at 6:30 on the 
Launkowell Hotel barns just off Pine 
street, and aided by a strong wind 
swept with lightning-like rapidity ten 
blocks up Pine street, one of the chief 
business streets in the city. Then by 
a sudden shift ofthe wind the flames 
were dried toward Terrace avenue 
one of the finest residence streets in 
the city, where they swept unchecked 
until the southern portion of the city 
was reached, where the buildings are 
not so close together. There the fire- 
men, aided by engines and men from 
Grand Rapids, succeeded in getting 
the flames under control, although ata 
late hour some buildings were still 
burning fiercely. 

Twenty-two blocks are devastated. 
Pine street business houses for ten 
blocks are entirely wiped out. Among 
the more valuable blocks were the 
Pine-street House, Philabourn Block, 
Eckerman’s drug store, Matthew Wil- 
son's residence, Sedgwick’s wholesale 
store, McMichel’s shoe store, the Laun- 
kowell Hotel. No less than 350 resi- 
dences, including some of the finest in 
the city, are in usbes. 

The $100,000 Courthouse was gutted, 
but the pubiic documents were saved. 
The’prisouers inthe County Jail, which 
occupied the basement of the Court- 
house, were liberated. Several cowg 
and horses were burned, and alittle 
child sleeping in tue Launkowell 
on where the fire started, is miss- 
ng.

$500,000. Hundreds of families, Wo 


were rendered homeless, are bein 
cared for by people in the portion o 
the city which escaped. 

The scene on the streets tonight was 
terrible. Homeless people were run- 
ning frantically about, making endeav- 
ors to save some little portion of their 
most valuable effects, which have been 
dragged from their houses, but in most 
cases the spread of the flames was 80 
rapid that, as in the case ot the Chi- 
cago fire, little or nothing could be 
carried away. Through tue cries of 
women and children and shouting 


of dynamite used by the firemen to 
blow up buildings in the hope of stay- 
ing the progress of the flames, and 
again the heavy concussion as the 
boiler in some business building would 
explode, scattering. débris in all diree 
tions. The firemen labored under dif: 
ficulties from the start. The gale 
which was blowing scattered huge 
blazing brands far beyond where the 
men were working, causing new fires 
tospring up constantly. 

Among the sad incidents was the 
death of Harry Stevens, son of Post- 
master Stevens. He was ill with pneu- 
monia, and when the flames ap- 
proached the house he had to be 
moved. The shock was too great, and 
he died while being moved to a place 
of safety. 

Tonight women and ehildren of the 
poorer classes wander homelessly 
along the streets moaning and weepe- 
ing over their losses. Ifthe city au- 
thorities do not immediately interpose 
and make some arrangements to house 
the homeless, extreme suffering will 
certainly follow. | 

The first residence that fell a victim 
to the fire was that commonly called 
“The Sawdust,’’ mostly inhabited by 
laboring class of peopie. This in a 
little while was completely destroyed, 
At this point the wind shilted to the 
west and the business portion of Pine 
street was caught. The Cum- 
mings House was the first to 
burn, and all stores on the east 
sideofthe street were swept away. 
The fire crossed over Pine to Webster 
avenue, and followed a direct course to 
the south. Tue magnificent residence 
of Matthew Wilson, a wealthy lumber- 
man, was soon in ashes. The Court- 
house was next to follow, and only the 
-walls remain. When Apple street was 
reached every business house on Piue 
street was in ruins with the exception 
of afew at the north end. At Court 
house Square the path of the tire wid- 
ened to two blocks. ‘The strong wind 
made it impossible to get the flames in 
check, and as the greater part of the 
buildings were wooden everything was 
favorable to the flames. 

Appeals for help to outside cities were

the more sparsely built region was 
reached, since when they have been 
constantly gaining on the fire and pre- 
venting it trom spreading tartber, 
The territory now devastated is eleven 
ey long and from One to two blocks 
wide.

THE UPLIFT OF THE CENTURY. 


winged steed Pegasus, but so grad- 
ual is its advance that we are frequently 
blind to the actual progression of the 
age in which we live, and are uncon- 
scious of the steady upward trend of 
the race. 

But this progressive movement is 
never still; it is as constant as the flow 
of the tides or the ceaseless march of 
the winds, 3 

But there come times, occasionally, 
when some marvelous invention gives 
the world a quick leap forward, and a 
single century marks the ordinary 
stride of the ages. Thisistrue of the 
present century. The civilized world 
has seen more wonderful changes, and 
more rapid advancement in the past 
‘ninety years than history has ever be- 
fore recorded in all the story of the 
race. 

At the dawn of this century the 
world jogged along in slow coaches; 
traversed the seas only in sail-driven 
ships; knew nothing of the daily news- 
papers; read its weekly journals by

the light of tallow dips, or 
the yellow and flickering flame 
of whale-oil lamps; its cities’ 


streets were in comparative dark- 
ness when night fell, and they were 
sewerless and dirty. The power press, 
that right arm of intellectual advance- 
ment, had not come,and books and 
newspapers were dependent upon the 
laborious hand press, which did far 
less work in a day than the mighty 
power press turns out in a single hour. 
Not an iron rail had been laid in the 
whole wide world that was traversed 
by the iron horse. Distance had not 
been subjugated by human invention. 
It stretched out impassable, silent, un- 
known, or if traversed at all, only by 
the slow and halting methods of travel 
such as had been in use for ages. 
There was nothing swifter than the 
horse to carry passengers, nothing surer 
than the slow-going ox-teams to 
cover the distance of the continent. 
Six long, weary months of travel lay 
between ocean and ocean. The great 
West was an untrodden wilderness, 
and this golden land lying at the gates 
of the sunset, was held in subjugation 
by the descendants of the Spaniard 
and the brown-browed native children 
of the soil. | 

There was nothing but the wide- 
spread sails, pushed by the winds, to 
send the ship across the trackless seas. 
Before the opening of this century the 
world would have stood aghast 
at the idea of being propelled by steam, 
even at therate of thirty miles an 
hour, and the suggestion of flashing 
intelligence across the seas by means 
of the harnessed lightning, would have 
been regarded asa daring attempt, 
inviting the thunderbolts of divine 
wrath. 

Let us note a little more definitely 
the marvelous uplift of the century 
now drawing to its close; for, standing 
in the effulgent light of today, we can- 
not réalize, without this backward 
glance, the mighty stride that civiliza- 
tion has made since this century 
dawned upon the world, nor how many 
elements of enlightened advancement 
the world lacked, even no longer than 
100 years ago. Even old England, 
centuries old as she was, had only un- 
paved and poorly improved roads, 
which made more laborious the jour- 
neys of the infrequent and snail-like 
coach. The best highways were the 


ier classes knew anything of travel; 
the poorer masses lived and 
died seeing nothing and knowing notb- 
ing of the world beyond the circumfer- 
ence of a few miles about their humble 
homes. A trip to the mooh would as 
soon have been contemplated as a tour 
round the world by any of the common

Wages were low after Waterloo. A stout 
Saxon could earn 48. 64. per week when he 
could find work. Children 6 years old 
worked sixteen hoursaday in the mines, 
— ge women clambered up unsafe stairs 
and ladders on all fours, with excessive 
burdens of coal on their backs. Food was 
most costly; a little meal once a week was 
a luxury; meat, never, The law forbade 
the cutting of bread until it was twenty- 
four hours old, in order not to 
make crumbs.

With the exception of the infant Republic 
in America, founded as a compromise with 
slavery—a Government which could not be 
classed above a doubtful and untested ex- 
periment—this rotten-boroughed England 
was the only constitutional government 
known among men. All the rest of the 
world was under the absolutism of despots. 
Rulers taxed, robbed, conscripted, butch- 
ered, imprisoned, executed their subjects 
according to their caprices. 


What a picture to be contemplated! 
The first railroad for carrying passen- 
gers was the Stockton and Darlington 
road in England, built by Edward 
Pease and George Stephenson, which 
commenced operations Septembar 27, 
1825. The Liverpool and Manchester 
road was opened the 15th of Septem- 
ber, 1880. These were the pioneer pas- 
senger railroads of England, and their 
success led to the building of the net- 
work of roads now traversing the 
British Isles. 

It was not until 1839 that railroad 
enterprise really dawned upgn the new 
world. In that year Peter Cooper built 
the first locomotive for railroad. pur- 
poses ever built in this country, and 
the first. one used for the transporta- 
tion of passengers this side the At- 
lantic. This marked the dawn of a

Steam and lightaing have been 
harnessed as the servants of the. cen- 
tury, and we behold in our own land a 
continent girdled by the iron track, 
and hitherto solitary and unexplored 
wildernesses echoing to the snort 
of ‘the iron horse. The tread 
of empire is heard from the 
Atlantic to the . Pacific. States 
have been planted from ocean to 
ocean. The flag is floating free on 
mountain peak and prairie, from the 
Orient to the Occident. Everywhere 
the lightning wires of the telegrapb. 
Everywhere the telephone, making of 
this sky-roofed outer world a vast 
Whispering gallery. The old world 
and the new clasping hands beneath the

printing presses dotting the land as

DIRE PROPHECIES. 


Are Mundane Things Coming 
toa Bloody Pass? 


COL, BLANTON DUNCAN'S REVIEW 


Of Prof. Totten’s Recent Letter—The 
Armies of the World on the 
Plains of Armaged- 
don, Etc. 


LOUISVILLE (Ky.,) May 10, 1891.— 
[Special correspondence of THE 
TIuEsS.] Col. Bianton Duncan was 
seen by your cofiespondent and ques- 
tioned in reference to Pref.

“The year and season is unknowu— 
not the aproximatiqn, which may be 
calculated toa decade by those who 
may correctly interpret prophecy. 
Certain data ure given, which (if we 
could be positive as tothe years of the 
starting points) would enable the 
reader of prophecy to say pretty accu- 
rately when otherevents would occur— 
‘the end of the 8 among them; not 
the destruction of the world, for no- 
where is it said that the world is to be 
destroyed. And it is positive that peo- 
ple will live on earth over 1000 years 
after the termination of the Aion (in 
1899, or some other year;) for we find 
the living race described—‘the number 
of whom is as the sands of the sea.’ 

“The errors in chronology, and the 
uncertainty as to the precise dates of 
occurrences 3000 or 4000 years ago, have 
made it assured that no stheologisan 
could give the exact period for the hap- 
pening of future prophetical events. 
which are now like the fig tree-—when 
his branch is yet tender and putteth 
5 leaves, Yeknow that summer is 
nigh. 

But scarcely anybody will be con- 
vinced that the prophecies are feally 
about to be fuifilled—for just as Christ 
has said this generation would not be- 
lieve any more than they did in the 
days of Noah; and if an angel from 
Heaven shouſd tell them of calamities 
tomorrow, it would not attract one- 
tenth of the attention which would be 
given to Col. Ingersoll in contradic- 
tion. 
What differenes do you see in the 
interpretations préviously read by you, 
— now offered by Prof. Tot- 
ten! 
~ “Science can now look backward and 
state to a fraction of a second when a 
star was in a certain position. So 
Prof. Totten says that his chronology 
is correct from the calculation of 
Joshua’s long day, 2555 years from 


Adam, and 3487 years from our date, 


which will make just 6000 years of dur- 
ation up to 1899; and then begins the 
Sabbatical 1000 years. It is ee a 
question of correct chrgnology. The 
commonly-accepted dates by chronblo- 
gists and scientists would bring 1897 as 
a year of startling events, physical as 
well as political—1903 to 1906 the era 
of greatest war destruction and devas- 
tation, and 1913-14 the end of the age,’ 
from tbe interpretation 11 the various 
prophecies combined. Nobody can dis- 
pute that the progress ot fifty years has 
more than equalled that of 2000 years 
precedent; and the fact is patent that 
all over the world, commencing with 
1890, the human race ‘has been at war 
or stand upon the verge of universal 
war today.

The State Board of 

Agriculture, department of ramie 

Oulture, has now 429 applications from 

farmers, who will receive 100 plants 

free of charge, to make experiments on 
irrigated soil only, as to- soll, climatic 
conditions, etc., in the State, The de- 

partment. announced that it has 666 

boxes remaining, and farmers apply- 

ing can have boxed plants shipped to 
them free to any station in California. 
The same department has received 
a few hundred pounds of flax seed 
from Germany and Belgium. Five 
pounds will be sent to growers who 
will plant the same. The stalks are 
to be sent to cotton mills, which will 
manufacture the products and report 
to the department. The department 
estimates that the consumers of the

The German Embassy 
at Madrid sent a dispatch to the effect 
that the Spanish Minister of Foreign 
Affairs has reeeived the overtures for 
a treaty with Germany favorably, and 
told the German ambassador that the 
cabinet meant to renew treaties gen- 
erally on the principle of reciprocity, 
as far as was compatible with the pro- 
tection policy. Since this, however, the 

United States 
has become known. This renders diffl- 
cult any treaty with European powers. 
Spain has agreed to give American 
imports into Cuba and Porto Ricoa 
differential rate of 25 per cent. against 
similar imports from all other countries 
whether or not they conclude treaties 

with Spain, Such a privilege, consti- 
tuting a practical customs union be- 
tween the United States and the 
Spanish Antilles, blocks further 
negotiations which the German 
ambassador had undertaken’ sim- 
ultaneously with the Austrian 
Italian and 1 ministers. Spain 
has been invited to send a delegate to 
the customs conference at Vienna 
where the difficulty might be discussed. 
German traffic with the Antilles is of 
no great importance, but the formea-. 
tion of a treaty recognizing exclusive 
American privileges ig hardly possible.“ 
The Madrid government finds that 
every country of. Europe has a similar 
view of matters.

PRESERVING THE FORESTS. 

Secretary Noble Determined to En- 
force the New Law. 

WASHINGTON, May 16.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] A circular letter of 
instructionsto special agents, relating 
to timber reservations, was today pro- 
mulgated from the General Land Of- 

fice. It says in part: 


It is of the first importance to reserve 
public lands in mountainous and other re- 
‘gions which are covered with timber, or un- 


‘| dergrowth, atthe headwaters of rivers and 


along the banks ot streams, creeks and 
ravines, where such timber or under- 
growth is tho means provided by 
nature to absorb and check the mountain 
torrents and to prevent the sudden and 
rapid meiting of winter snow and resultant 
inundation of the valleys below, which de- 
stroy the agricultural and pasturage inter- 
ests of communities and settiements in the 
lower portions of the country. 

For the purpose of securing the ne- 
cessary data upon which to base re- 
commendations for such forest reserv- 
ations the Commissioner gives full and 
explicit instructions. After making 
an examination of the timber lands of 
any drainage basin aud having decided 
to recommend the same for reservation, 
the agent is required to publish notice 
of his intention in order that any per- 
sons interested may be beard upon the 
subject. 

Secretary Noble and Commissioner 
Carter are very much in earnest in 
their efforts to preserve the forests in 
the West, and every effort will be 
made to speedily carry out in a liberal 
spirit the provisions of the act of March 
8, 1891.

Production, Progress, Plenty 
and Politics. 


THE GREAT SUGAR-BEET SCHEME 


The “Magnitude of the Work-What 
Has Been Done Thus Far— 
Preparations for 
Planting. 


Pomona, May 14.—[{Correspondence 
of Tin Tiuxs.] Tue bulk of the plaut- 
ing of orange and lemon trees in this 
valley for this season is over, and 
nearly all of the nursery stocks of 
citrus fruit trees have been entirely 
cleaned out. Careful estimates of the 
quantity of orange and jemon trees set 
out here this season put the number at 
138,000, covering 1380 acres. ‘This is 
almost as large a plan ug of citrus 
fruits as last year. A uurseryman in 
Pomona reckons that since January 1 
the sum of $160,000 has easily been ex- 
pended here in buying fruit trees and 
setting them out. The total acreage 
of citrus trees in this place is now be- 
tween 4100 and 4200 acres. Five years 
ago the total ‘acreage bere of this kind 
of fruit trees was less than seventy 
acres. 

The contest between the citizens fa- 
voring a high license for the local 
liquor sellers and the citizens who be- 
lieve in probibition of the liquor traffic 
is as hot as ever in Pomona. The vote 
for City Councilman in the First ward, 
where the election resulted ina tie 
vote, is to be fought in the courts until 
the very last.

Tue officers of the Orange Belt Irri- 
gation District, which lies just north 
of Pomona city limits, are neqotiat- 
ing for water from the new Chicago 
company, recently organized, to bring 
water from the north side of Old 
Baldy to the lands west of the Semi 
Tropic Company’s lands in San 
Bernardino county.

Ex-Sen- 
ator McComas, for many years a Ro- 
publican office seeker, having secured 
at last a seat in the Senate, did not 
wait for the ink to dry on his certifi- 
cate which he received from the Re- 
sublican party, before tumbling into the 

robibition bed, and his office became a 
Prohibition beadquarters, which was 
speedily filled by those sultry Probibi- 
tionists between whom and the Sena- 
tors, for many years, had passed and 
repassed ad hominem opinions of one 
another in the choice phraseology of 
the Pike dialect, Euglish as she is 
spoke” in the parlor being put to the 
biush, Liquor trials became the rage, 
and Marshal Short testified in the first 
of them that Senator McComas con- 
tributed money for the prosecution;

City Attorney 
Bell advised the Council to call a new 
election, but the Council, having no 
use for advice that would epd, in case 
it were followed, in returring a high- 
license trustee and repealing the pro- 
hibition law, held a meeting and de- 
posed Bell without informing bim, and 
appointed another, and then retained 
Woody, the sitting member, who was 
one of those who received the tie vote. 
The matter now goes to the courts, 
with Hon. Stephen M. White counsel! 
for the high license party, who 
will attempt to have a new 
election ordered. Woody, who now 
fills a seat to which the people of the 
First Ward refused to reélect him, 
would, if he had any respect for the 
voice of the voters as expressed at the 
polls, resign a position that he can no 
longer fill with credit, and restore to 
the people their right to elect. their

Three Divorces Granted—Suits 
in Foreclosure—General 
Court News. 


Deputy Clerk M. J. Ashmore yesterday 
received for filing in this city the decision 
of Justice Paterson of the Supreme Court 


respondent, 
against Palmater, respondent, a suit which 
was taken up fromthe Superior Court of 
this county. The opinion is concurred in by 
all the Justices of the Supreme Court, with 
the single exception of Justice Mcfarland, 
who dissents. 


In his opinion, which is somewhat vol- 
uminous, Justice Paterson says: 
~ “This is un appeal from an order denying 
a motion to dissolve an attachment. The 
motion was made on the ground that the 
note upon which the action was brought 
was given to Webster, plaintiff’s assiqnor, 
in part payment of certain land purchased 
rom him by defendant; that Webster had 
vendor's lien ag security for the payment of 
the note; that the lien passed to plaintiff by 
the assignment of the note, aud being thus 
secured an attachment was improper. 

“There is perhaps no subject, of equity 
jurisprudence discussed in the books upon 
which there is a greater diversity of opinion 
than exists in relation to the origin, effect 
and nature of a vendor’s lien, against 
whom and in whose favor it avails and how 
it may be discharged or waived. The vari- 
2 definitions are hopelessly irreconcil- 
able. 
The note having been secured originally 
by the vendor’s lien and plaintiff having 
taken it with notice of that fect it was his 
duty to state in his affidavit for the writ that 
such security has without any act of the 
plaintiff or tue person to whom the security 
was given become valueless. Such is the 
requirement ot the statute. The affidavit 
upon which the attachment was issued, 
states that the payment of the sum claimed, 


has not been secured by any mortgage or 


lien upon real or personal property. The 
affidavit filed by defendant in support of 
his motion to discharge the writ, states facts 
showing that the note was originally secured. 
No counter affidavit was 

by plaintiff, The attachment was improp- 
erly issued and, therefore, the motion 
should have been granted. 

“The order is reversed with directions to 
discharge the attachment.“ 

THE CAHUENGA ROAD OVERSEERSHIP. 

Judge Lucien Shaw yesterday handed 
down his opinion in the case of Seward 
Cole, as road overseer of the Cahuenga road 
district, against William Beesmeyer, a suit 
to compel defendant’ to abate a nuisance 
created by his having fenced in thirty feet 
of a certain road along the line of his land, 
in the Cahuenga district, claimed as a pub- 
lic highway, which was submitted to him 
when sitting for Judge Van Dyke in De- 

_ partment Four, on March 19 last. As the 
decision affects a number of similar cases 
in various parts of the county, it is of more 

mportance than would at first be inferred, 
and is therefore given in full as follows: 

“I do not think the record of the pro- 
ceedings of the Board of Supervisors was 
valid nor sufficient of itself to constitute 
the premises in question a public road. 

The evidence shows, however, that the 
road was surveyed and marked out with 
stakes aga road sixty feet wide, having 
the section line for its center; and the 
proof is sufficient in my opinion to show a 
dedication of this road asa public high- 
way by Colyear, the defendant’s predeces- 
sor in interest, and an acceptance of 
it by the public. This constitutes it a pub- 
lic highway, and the defendant had no 
right to iuciose any portion of it. He should 
have removed his fence when he received 
notice todo so from the road overseer. 

“The notice was served on February 3, 
1890, and suit was begun on June 20, 1890. 


Ine interval of this time was 187 days. At 


810 per day this makes $1870 which 
plaintiff is entitled to recover. 

“Let fudings and judgment be made and 
entered in favor of plaintiff for the abate- 
ment of the nuisance complained of, and 
for the recovery of $1370 and costs of suit.

A MYSTERIOUS MURDER. 


GEORGE w. 


MILLER KILLED ON A 
LOUNGE, 


His Remains Found in the Card- 
room of the Carlton Saloon— 
Struck witha Biunt 
Instrument. 


At midnight last night John Woolley, 
who has charge of the billiard tables in the 
Carlton saloon at No. 248 South Spring 
street, called at the police station and in- 
formed the officer on duty that George W. 
Miller, one of the proprietors of the saloon, 
had been murdered in the cardroom at the 
rear of the saloon, When a Timgs reporter 
and a couple of police officers reached the 
saloon about a dozen men were standing at 
the bar, but noone seemed to know any- 
thing abuot the killing. 

George Miles, Miller's partner in the 
saloon, conducted e officers to the 
cardroom where the body of Miller was 
found on a lounge. He was lying on hie 
right side on a lounge with his arms folded 
and his legs drawn up almost to bis chin. 
His hat rested on the card table and he 
looked as if he had just gone to sleep. On 
the lett side of the head, and just above the 
ear, a large pool of blood had formed on the 
carpet, but no weapon of any kind could be 
found in the room; ‘The hole in bis head is 
quite large and has the appearance of hav- 
ing been made with a blunt instrument of 
some kind. He see to have been dead 
a number of hours. 

Miles made the following statement at 
the police station, where he was taken until 
the case could be investigated: 

„Miller bad been very drunk all day and 
was exhibiting #20 or $30 in gold aud a 
check for $500 early in the evening, and as 
I was afraid that he might be robbed, 1 in- 
duced him to turn it over to me early in the 
evening and I put it in the safe. At about 
7 he went back in one of the cardrooms and 
laid down on the lounge. Sbortly after 
that young Woolley went back to the room 
and saw him on the lounge apparently 
asleep and ciosed the door, locking it wita 
a spring lock, as people were coming 
in and out from the back entrance 
through the City Hall prounds, A few 
minutes before 12 o’clock I told Wooley to 
ko back and wake George, as it was time 
for him to go home. A few minutes after 
he ran outand told me that George was 
dead. That was the first intimation that 1 
had that anything had gone wrong. There 
are several card rooms back there, and 
people were coming and going all evening.” 

Au examination of the cardrooms showed 
that the room between the one in which 
Miller's body was found and the entrauce 
from the back way, had been closed. ‘Lhe 
door between the rooms was nailed up by 
Miller a few days ago, but the nail was out 
last uight when the police entered the room 
occupied by Miller, although both Miles 
and Woolley stated that they thought it 
was still nailed up. 

Young Woolley has lived in the city and 
has been with Miller in the saloon almost a 
ear, He was the last person to see Miller 
alive, and told about the same story as re- 
lated by Miles. 

Miles came to this city about a year ago 
from New Mexico, and has lived in the city 
ever since. He met Miller since his residence 
here, and about three months ago Miller 
took him in the Cariton saloon as a full 

rtner, notwithstanding the fact that 

iles did not have any — 2 Yesterday 
Miller was drinking in a number of low sa- 
loons on Alameda street, and the officers are 
of the opinion that he flashed up his money 
check and some one followed him to the 
Cariton and killed him for the purpose 
of robbery, 

Almost all evening there was a gang 
playing cards in the room nextto where 

ler was found, and had there been a 
row of any kind they would certainly have 
heard it, but they knew nothing. 

Taken as a whole, it is one ot the most 
mysterious murders that has deen com- 
mitted in this city for some time past. 

Miller is the man who created a sensation 
some months ago when a woman attempted 
to blackmail him by telling him that his 
wife visited a lodging-house ond Spring 
street with another man. Miller has a wife, 
and they live on Broadway near Fourth 
street, but they have nochildren. He owns 
considerable property in this city, and 
property in Kansas City from which he gets 
a rental of $400 or $500 a month. 

The Corouer was notified, and the case 
will be investigated today.

In his report published in the newspapers 
he states as to his “txhibit A“ that the 
Auditor charged the Collector “omitting 
entirely vol. No. 8.“ He further says as to 
his “Exhibit B“ that I added $8980.76 of 
vol. 8 and gave the Collector credit for 
$30,343.87 collected by the Assessor with 
which he has never been charged. On 
reference tomy papers I find I actually 
charged for vol. 8, $38,150.75. 

He further says that I needed and used 
$4001.26 double assessments to make up my 
balance. If he likes to take the trouble, and 
work seems to be no object, and he is willing 
to pay his assistants out of his pocket if 
necessary, he will find that $4091.26 is the 
exact sum of doubles in the various vol- 
umes. and 1 would, for no man, put in fig- 
ures in any account to force a balauce. 

Moore’s remarks under “Exhibit C“ is 
like a flourish of trumpetse—there is “much 
ado about nothing” - the facts, however. are 
true, Under “Exhibit D” he produces an 
array of figures from memorandum books; 
at best they are only memoranda, but cer- 
tainly not official, and they might show the 
collections $5,000,000 more than he (the Tax 
Coilector) had paid in. 

Remarks under Exhibit R“ cut no figure 
in the case, it can be dismissed as amount- 
ing to nothing. 

nder Exhibit F he gives the valuation 
of each volume, and, according to his 
cleverness, proves the errors of the Auditor 
and Accountant Blackman and the fact 
that vol. 8 had never been charged to 
the Collector. * 

My statement attached will prove that 
he is totally mistaken. 

He finally says that “Exhibit G“ gives a 
correct statement of the Auditor’s account 
against the Collector showing $31,800.96 
(or $33,914.76 according to his second edition 
of the discrepancy,) which 1 beg unre- 
servedly to state is utterly incorrect.

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GEOGRAPHICAL TRAVELS. 


We shall soon begin to feel ac- 
quainted in this big, busy world if we 
keep up our journeying and study the 
cities and porta and countries that we 
read about in the telegrams from day 
today. It is a pleasant way of learn- 
ing something about places and people, 
and not half as laborious a method as 
it would be if we should say good by 
to our friends and set out some of these 
bright mornings by rail or steamer on 
a tour around the world. 

But now we will take the daily 
Times for the past week and, looking 
over the dispatches, find the points 
which most interest us. In Monday’s 
TIMES we read:

Work on the Monument to be Pree 
sented to New York.

The movement to erect a monument 
to Christopher Columbus in this city 
in 1892 by the Italians of the United 
States, was set on foot by Cavalier 
Charles Barsotti, editor of J/ Progressa .

The monument will be sev- 
enty-five feet in height, composed of 
white marble, bronze and granite, and 
is expected to be one of the finest and 
most beautiful in the city. Up to the 
present time, through the efforts of 
Il Progresso Italo- Americano, about 
$7000 in cash has been collected, as 
well as objects to the value of abous 
$5000 for a fair to be held in 1892. 

A committee of 1000 has just been 
proposed, who shall engage themselves 
to collect 810 each within six months, 
The idea has created great enthusiasm, 
and 900 have already responded, in- 
cluding ministers, consuls, and promi- 
nent Italians of both Americas, 

The monument will be given to the 
City of New York, not only for the 
perpetual glorification of the discoverer 
of America, but to show the gratitude 
and loyalty of the Italian population 
here toward the Americans from whom 
they have received hospitality and 
friendship.

The dishes to be taught on 
certain days of the week are published, 
and anything you desire your cook to 
learn, you can procurea ticket for that 
day, or as many days as vou pay for; 
if your cook learns only such dishes as 
you wish to appear on your own table, 
she need not take the whole course, al- 
although the latter is preferable. 
Many of the doughy English puddings, 
once so popular, are being replaced by 
light, puffy puddings, the making of 
which is taugbt in the cooking schools 
of England. There is also improve- 
ment in the way of cooking meats; 
they are not dry and overdone as of 
yore, but juicy and delicious. Who 
shall not say that longevity will be in- 
creased more by our cooking schools, 
than by most other methods of pro- 
longing life.

bamboo Fence. 

The Kern County Echo speake of a 
valuable invention of C. A. Maul in 
utilizing bamboo for fencing, and says: 

Some two or three years ago he got 
a few bamboo roots from W. A. Saun- 
ders of Fresno county. These grew 


aul 
has about an acre set to this pl ant. 

Iu the time that he has had it, oppor- 
tunity has beem afforded for studying 
its growth here, and it may now be 
asserted that on that point there is ne, 
need for fear. It does best in damp 
land, producing there the greatest 
number and largest growth of cartes, 
but a valuable crop can be secured. on 
land. of ordinary moisture. 

Mr. Maul has just completed the 
construction of a mile of fene, using 
these bamboo. canes. for picy.ets, and 
knows what the cost is. His plan is 
this: Second-hand railroad ties were 
bought and split “or posts. 
These were set a rod t. 
With a machine that cost about 
$25, the canes were woven into a web, 
using-six No. 14 wires for the chain. 
The canes were cut tluree and a half 
feet long, the tence posts are four feet 
high, aud along the top of the latter 
a barbed. wire ia stretched, so that 
when completed ohe has a chicken or 
rabbit-proof fence as well asa strong 
stock fence. This fence, Mr. Maul 
says, can be bryilt for 40 cents a r 
where one rates his own bamboo. He 
thinks the fu“, annual capacity of an 
acre of bam“ 00, if well set and well 
watered, Would be fully four miles of 
fencing. —— 

The afivantages of this fence are 
many. first and foremost it costs less 
than al most any other fence made; it 
is nea’, and attractive; about the only 
item yf expense is for labor, and that 
kee the money at home; it is very 
duy Able, the bamboo becoming as bard 
as bone and never rotting; rabbits can- 
v. ot gnaw it, and it will not ignite from 


apar

Empty Combs. 
{Prairie Farmer. 

Where bees have died during the 

st winter and spring, it is well to 
ift out the combs and break the clus- 
ter of dead bees, to prevent rotting 
and molding. It is not necessary to 
pick vut the dead bees, for when the 
cluster is broken the remaining bees 
will dry up and easily be rattled out. 
When they are given tothe bees the 
will remove them, and they can wor 
cheaper than we can. When the bees 
are dead in a hive, take out 
‘the combs and look them over care- 
fully; cut off queen cells, as they 
will never be used again; and only add 
tothe weight of the comb. If there 
is thick comb, with cells on only one 
side, cut it off, also drone comb. Scrape 
out the hive and put the scrapings, 
queen cells, drone comb, etc., together 
to be melted for wax. This refuse 
does not look fit for anything, but it is, 
If handied rightly the product will be 
beautiful wax.. I always scrub out 
such hives with brush and hot. suds. 
and scald them with boing water 
before I return the combs, especially 
ifthe bees died of
